Six Hundred People Thrown into 
Halifax Marbor—Many Drowned. 
(Special to Tux Hera.) 

Hauirax, Juiz 12.—A terrible accident 
occurred at Dartmouth last night, by 
which a niinber of péople were drowned, 
but the the exact number is not known, 
A large number of people crowded on a 
ferry float awaiting the arrival of a new 
ferry steamer “ Annex” from New York. 
A chain attached to the ferry float slipped 
out of place, allowing the froni of the 
stage to sink, precipitating six or seven 
hundred people into the water for some 
minutes. There was the wildest con 
fusion, but there were plenty of willing, 
helping hands and means of rescue ; con- 
sequently nearly all were rescued. Owing 
to the confusion it is impossible to tell 
who or how many are missing. Divers 
are searching steadily. Within two hours 
four bodies only were recovered, They

2. Residence for three years anywhere with- 
int two miles of the homestead quarter section, 
and afterwards actual residence ir a habitable 
house upon the homestead for three months 
next prior to application for patent, Under 
this sys.iem 10 acres must be broken the first 
year after entry, 15 additional in the second, 
and 1$in the 3rd year; 10 acres to be in crop 
the second year, and 25 acres the third year, 

3. The five yeare’ system under which a set- 
tler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must perfect his entry by cuminen- 
cing cultivation within six months after the 
date thereof), breaking 5 acres the first year, 
cropping thuse § acres and breaking 10 acres 
adaitional the second year, and aiso building a 
habitabie house before the end of the second 
yeor. The settler must commence actual 
residence on the homesteud at the bc aigey'e 
of two years from the date of ony Ot 
thereafter reside upon and cultivate his home- 
stead for atleast six months iu cach of the 
three next succeeding years.
